Since then, 
Robert has slowly but steadily 
been building a one-of-a-kind 
house overlooking a canyon 
near Lubbock, Texas. 

Using more than 100 tons 
of salvaged steel plates, which 
he welds together by hand, 
Robert makes up the design 
for the two-bedroom, three-

ile neighbors call this Berkeley, 
California, home the Fish House, its 

shape is actually modeled on a microscopic sea 
creature called a tardigrade (above, right). 
Architect Eugene Tsui was inspired by the tiny 
animal, which is one of nature’s most indestruc- 
tible creatures. He borrowed its sturdy, elliptical 
form for the house, which was built in 1995. 

The design of the four-bedroom home helps 
protect it from floods, earthquakes, and even 
termites. The curved walls deflect high winds; 
the round windows resist cracking; and the 
Styrofoam and cement blocks used to build the 
house repel fire, water, and termites. Eugene 
had good reason to make this house extra safe: 
It was built for his parents. 


ote Until the steel house is finished, Robert and his 
aks ‘ family live in the more conventional house nearby. 
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Back to the Futuro 


lk 1968, a fleet of strange, round saucers began 
invading the Earth. They didn’t come from outer 
space, though—they came from Finland. Architect 
Matti Suuronen originally designed the Futuro 
house as a vacation home for a friend. The first one 
attracted so much attention that a Finnish company 
decided to mass-produce them. The Futuro came in 
16 pieces, ready to be moved anywhere by truck or 
helicopter and assembled on-site. 

Made of plastic, the space-age house was 26 feet 
across, with an entrance through a hatch door in 
the bottom. Inside there was a living/sleeping area, 
kitchenette, and bathroom. Unfortunately, the 
saucers never really took off. About 100 were built 
before production stopped in 1978. There are still 
dozens scattered around the world, though. Most 
are in New Zealand, but there have also been 
saucer sightings in Florida, Illinois, and Texas.

It has 10 bedrooms, a 
huge reception hall, several swimming pools 
(round, of course), and an outdoor theater. The 
futuristic house can be rented out for parties—at 
a futuristic price. 




















A Higher Standard of Living 


nnunzio Lagomarsini is a down- 
to-earth guy—but his house in 
Castelnuovo Magra, Italy, is not. It can 
levitate nearly 28 feet above the 
ground and turn in every direction to 
take in the sun or a view of the sea. 
Annunzio, who is an engineer and | 








builder, designed the 60-ton machinery 
that lifts the house. He then built the 
machinery out of parts he collected 
from scrap heaps. Ten electric motors 
supply the power: Two move the two- 
story house back and forth on tracks, 
six motors raise it into the air, and two 
more allow it to rotate. When the 
house is finally in a position the owner 
likes, he can press a button activating 
a flock of 180 mechanical birds, which 
fly around and peck on the grass. Q

<4Crate Expectations 































When an earthquake struck Kobe, Japan, in 1995 
and destroyed many homes, architect Shigeru Ban 
realized that the cardboard tubes he had been 
experimenting with were perfect for making inex- 
pensive temporary housing. 

Shigeru designed a paper “log cabin” that could 
be assembled out of cardboard tubes in six hours. 
He used Teflon-coated tent material for the roof 
and plastic beer crates to support the floor. The 
architect has built similar structures for home- 
less people in Turkey and Rwanda. Not only do 
these buildings save trees, but they can be easily 
recycled as well. 


<The Last Straw 


Mick Womersley is a professor of ecology who also 
likes to save money, so when he built himself a 
house, he decided to practice what he teaches. 
That’s why the walls of his home in Monroe, Maine, 
are made from about 200 bales of straw. 

The house is covered on the outside with recy- 
cled foam boards and wooden shingles and on the 
inside with plaster. The straw walls are surprisingly 
strong and offer better insulation than the walls in a 
conventional house. Straw does not attract insects, # 
and, once it’s inside a wall, it’s less flammable than 
wood. Another plus: Straw walls use up waste straw 
which otherwise gets burned, emitting harmful 
gases. 


<¢ Road House 


A massive highway construction project known 
as the Big Dig has torn up Boston’s streets for 
years. Paul Pedini is vice president of the 
company that did much of the work, so he 
knew that tons of steel and concrete used to 
make temporary ramps would go to waste after 
the construction was completed. 

With the help of the architecture firm Single 
Speed Design, Paul designed his own house in 
Lexington, Massachusetts, using more than 
600,000 pounds of recycled steel girders, concrete 
plates, and other hardware. Now Paul and the 
architects are hoping to build an apartment com- 
plex with other Big Dig leftovers. Q

ctor James McAvoy spent three and a half hours in the makeup 

chair every morning to transform into the half-human, half-goat 
faun, Mr. Tumnus. First, makeup artists slicked back his real hair and 
fitted him with a skullcap with remote-controlled mechanical ears. 
Then they added a wig and facial hair. After dressing James in 
special fur pants, they glued even more hair all over his body. 
Lastly, all of the hair was curled, waved, and heavily hairsprayed.
